*“‘General, later Marshal of 
the Soviet Union, Sokolovsky 
was a more complex character 
than Zhukov. Quiet, unassuming, 
and dignified, he was’ready in 
debate, which he flavored with 
a delightful sense of humor and 
the frequent use of Russian 
proverbs. I learned to respect his 
ability, and Mrs. Clay and I 
both developed a genuine friend- 
ship for him and for Mrs. 
Sokolovsky. In early charges 
against the Western Allies, he 
used a manner of presentation 
which somehow drew the sting 
and indicated that he was car- 
rying out orders. This but added 
to the hurt when I found him 
without a trace of his former 
warmth and apparently enjoying 
the situation created in the early 
days of the attempted blockade, 
when it appeared that it might 
be successful. ..” 

‘In November, 1945, when 
Zhukov was recalled‘to become 
Minister of the Soviet Ground 
Forces, an apparent promotion, 
he was succeeded by Soko-

“Shortly after Mrs. Clay joined 
me in April, 1946, we were in- 
vited by Marshal and Mrs. 
Sokolovsky to accompany them 
.to the Leipzig Fair. 3 we 
had a pleasant day with the 
Sokolovskys, and on our return 
found that they had placed in 
the car several presents from 
the fair, including some Meissen 
china and figurines. Occasionally 
the Sokolovskys dined with us, 
‘and in spite of language diffi- 
culties we enjoyed their visits. 
Frequently Sokolovsky and I 
would exchange calls to discuss 
matters before the Co-ordinating 
Committee. Often on these visits 


I took no one with me, using his 


interpreter, and he did likewise 
when visiting me. At Christmas, 
1946, he loaned us a famous nav- 
al chorus which sang Soviet mel- 
odies and danced intricate folk 
dances in our soldiers’ and of- 
ficers’ clubs. Our representatives 
got along well with their Soviet 
colleagues.’

Reds Halt Trains

BERLIN, Feb. 25—(?—All Ger- 
mans living in the Soviet sector 
of Berlin will have to obtain spe- 
cial passes from the Communist 
regime after March 15 to cross 
into West Berlin, informed quar- 
ters reported tonight. 

The crackdown on_inter-city 
travel has been ordered by the 
secret police, partly to stem the 
flow of refugees fleeing East Ger- 
many and also to impress a feel- 
ing of isolation on beleaguered 
West Berlin. 

By way of preparation, the Red 
Gestapo slammed special con- 
trols on the elevated traffic into 
the main East sector station on 
Friedrichstrasse this morning.

The President suggested it 
would‘be appropriate if he went 
half-way for a meeting aimed at 
ending the cold war—presumably 
half-way between Washington and 
Moscow—and said the parley 
could be held only with the full 
knowledge of America’s allies 
and friends. 


Mr. Eisenhower’s news confer- 
ence statement on the possibility 
of a meeting with Stalin came in 
response to a question asked by 
this correspondent. 

The reply was the President’s 
first public comment on Stalin’s 
Christmas Eve suggestion that 
he held ‘‘a favorable view’’ to a 
conference with Mr. Eisenhower 
on the matter of easing world 
tensions,

3. The President declared it 
would be improper for him to 
criticize the methods of Senator 
MeCarthy or any other congres- 
sional investigator. 

4. Mr. Eisenhower announced 
that he has called a meeting 
Thursday at which federal and 
state officials will discuss the 
problem of dividing tax functions 
between the state and federal gov- 
ernments.

For Counterfeit Pay 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Feb. 25—(UP)—‘‘Cicero,” the fabu- 
lous Nazi spy of World War II who was paid for his intrigue in‘ 
counteffeit money, has attempted to collect in real cash from the 
present West German government, reliable sources reported today. 

The sources said the ‘former 
valet to the British ambassador 
in Ankara approached the Ger- 
man consulate in Istanbul two 
years ago, demanding compensa- 
tion for wartime service and the 
exchange of the worthless pound 
notes he received. 

““Cicero,”’ whose wartime steal- 
ing of Allied secrets was the sub- 
ject of the recent movie, ‘‘Five 
Fingers,’’ was reported to have 
been paid more than $1,000,000 by 
the Nazis. Most of this turned out 
to be worthless British currency. 

His postwar attempt to collect 
was related in authoritative re- 
ports from informal government 
sources in Bonn and from Turkey. 

According to the accounts, the 
former Nazi spy made his de- 
mand for compensation in May, 


vided ‘‘considerable services’’ to 
Nazi Germany during the war. 

West German officials turned 
him down flat, the sources said. 
They said the present Bonn gov- 
ernment does not consider itself 
the heir of the Hitler govern- 
ment in the case. 

“Cicero,” believed to have 
made his living in Turkey since 
the war as a professional singer, 
then disappeared again, and has 
not been heard from since. 

The exploits of “‘Cicero’”’ was 
recounted originally by L. C. 
Moyzisch, in his book, ‘‘Opera- 
tion Cicero.’’ Moyzisch was the 
German security official who 
acted as contact man with the 
spy while he ferreted out his 
secrets in intrigue-ridden Turkish

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—Presi- 
‘dent Eisenhower will find it diffi- 
cult to recruit top-flight people 
for his administration so long as 
*‘indiscriminate”’ attacks on fed- 
eral employees are permitted to 
continue, former Atlanta Con- 
gressman Robert Ramspeck said 
here today. 

Ramspeck, now a vice-presi- 
dent of Eastern Air Lines, sound- 
ed his warning in a speech before 
the Society of Personnel Admin- 
istration, which honored him as 
the winner of the Warner Stock- 
berger Award, given each year to 
the public official who contributed 
most to federal personne! admin- 
istration. 


He said that anh executive in 
private industry must not only 
take a cut jn salary in accepting 
a government position but also 
‘‘must have a hide as tough as an 
elephant so as to Withstand the 
darts of his critics.’’ 


Ramspeck declared: “I urge 
that generalized criticism be 
stopped. That specific criticism 
supplant it where justified and 
that we join forces to take the 
facts of government and its peo- 
ple to the public.’’ 

Ramspeck said the difference 
between personnel administration 
in government and business is 
often misunderstood and that is 
why criticism is heaped so often 
on public employees. 

Ramspeck’s statement carries 
an authoritative ring since he re- 
cently retired as chairman of the 
U. S. Civil Service Commission, a 
post he held under the Truman 
administration. 

He did not say. so directly, but 
his remarks were taken to have 
been aimed primarily at some of 
the investigative bodies of Con-

To Quit Early 


For reasons best known to them- 
selves, a majority of the State Senate 
unexpectedly voted to adjourn at about 
4:30 p. m: ‘Wednesday, rather than to 
spend a few hours of work to pass the 
Uniform , Traffic Code. The vote for 
adjournmént. was 18 to 10, only 28 of 
54 senators answering the roll call. 

With complete truth, the House offi- 
cially commented that sole responsibil- 
ity for failure to pass it rested with the 
Senate. Evidencing an uneasy con- 
scierce, the presiding officer of the 
Senate asserted the bill had been late 
reaching the Senate. 

‘That was‘true. _ 

‘But there was time left. It was bet 
the weekend. Most of the members 
so suddenly adjourned, were not leav- 
ing: for their homes until today. Two or 
three hours, perhaps less, could have 
been given to the cause of safety on the 
highways and the bill passed and sent 
to the governor, who, from all reports, 
was ready to sign it. 

There was plenty of time. It was a 
matter of working on the bill—or 
adjourning. The Senate chose adjourn- 
ment. 

This is an almost inexplicable deci- 
sion. The Legislature had gone to work 
on this measure weeks before the ses- 
sion began. The House had gone into the 
bill thoroughly and amended it. The 
Senate could not have failed to be rea- 


sonably familiar with it because of the © 


publicity attendant on the House pro- 
ceedings. 

-Yet the Senate quit early. It is not 
unréasonable to say that had the Senate 
chosen to stay on the job a little longer, 
fewer persons would be killed, on the 
highways in the months that lie ahead. 

It is odd that accidents and death 
should have so many friends and safety 
so few. 

‘Let us keep the record of the future. 

‘When some man or woman or child 
dies in a highway accident, let us note 
it and remember that they might not 
have died had our safety laws been 
revised and control of highway traffic 
been made more efficient. — 

"All the Senate had to do was to work 
a few hours more. 

It chose to adjourn at 4:30 p. m.

GOP Congress Faces 
lis Facts of Life 


‘The bitterest pill the new Republi- 
can Congress is having to swallow is 
that the election on Nov. 4 did not solve 
the ills of the nation nor of the world. 
The Republicans are being disillusioned 
a Wittle more each day about some of 
the campaign oratory they actually had 
come to believe. 

‘President Eisenhower is helping 
along the process with his “briefings.” 
Heris creating a healthy respect for the 
formidable tasks ahead, problems that 
carnot be solved in congressional ora- 
tions. 

«And now the new Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson is reported to 
be: puncturing hopes that the defense 
budget can be drastically reduced. In 
light of the news of progress the Soviet 
Union is making in its armaments pro- 
gram, Mr. Wilson seems to be taking 
the safe course that no risks be taken 
with arms cutbacks now. Once more 
thé United States budget is to be deter- 
mined largely by the Kremlin. 

‘The GOP is learning that it must 
face crises, too, and that thé critical 
situations are not manufactured by the 
Democrats. They already have learned 
that the initiative in the cold war is 
not entirely a matter of our choice. 
General Bradley and others warn that 
the Communists can move in many di- 
rections, including Korea, where they 


- have the power to launch a general of- 


fensive. 

The Republicans in power face a 
new crisis in Berlin. Soviet moves 
there are obviously portents of a new 
attempt to take over the entire city. 
They have been warned that the break- 
ing of diplomatic relations with Israel 
means that Russia has new designs on 
the Middle East. As: we move to take 
a more aggressive stand, the GOP is 
learning that Russia is not paralyzed as 
far as countermovés are concerned. 

We “increase the pressure” on the 
Communist world with the announced 
intention of forcing them to retreat. It 
might be the fault of too much talk on 
our part that they do not retreat, but 
increase counterpressure themselves. 
In psychological warfare, itis not too 
effective to tell the enemy that is what 
you are waging. To do so gives him 
ample warning, time to plan his alter- 
natives. 

. At any rate, the Republican Con- 
gress is léarning its facts of life early. 
Now that the responsibility is theirs, 
itis better that they act upon facts 
rather than wishful thinking. The big 
decisions of the Eisenhower administra- 
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tion are still in the formative stage and 
Congress cannot evade them, regardless 
of how much it might want to.

Budget Solution 
Stull in Future 


WASHINGTON—About the most sensible 
thing that has been said about tax legis- 
lation has come from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, George Humphrey, who re- 


likely to be ready with 
recommendations to 
Congress. He added: 

“It’s too early to 
say much. We’re just 
getting our feet on the 
ground.”’ 

To the average per- 
son. this will seem sur- 
prising, because it 
might be assumed that 
within 30 days the ad- 
ministration would 

know its plans. The truth, however, is that 
probably not a single man, either in the 
Treasury or : any other agency of the 
government, today actually knows the facts 
and background of every impprtant item 
in the Truman budget. And this is the 
budget which is now before the Eisen- 
hower administration for consideration. It 
took most of the year 1952 to make that 


budget, and all the memoranda and pa- © 


pers pertaining to the various items were 
naturally familiar to the budget officials 
and the department heads of the old ad- 
ministration. 

Now it is necessary not only to examine 
the lump-sum figures which were made by 
the various departments and agencies of 
the government under old policies but to 
learn what the justification may be under 
the Eisenhower program for each item that 
goes into a departmental total. 

The job of analyzing the budget in such 
a short period by a new administration, 
especially at a time when emergency 
spending for war purposes is at its height, 
is something that has never before been 
undertaken when administrations have 
changed. In 1921 and in 1933 the federal 
budget was a relatively small affair. The 
Truman budget now being studied is more 
than 10 times as big as the 1933 budget. 


Secretary Humphrey has a fairly big 
staff trying to come to grips with the ques- 
tion of receipts and expenditures, and when 
he said ‘‘two or three months,”’ it may 
turn out: that he was overly optimistic and 
that about the only thing the administration 
will know by June is that the budget has 
many items in it that must be further ex- 
amined before approval can be given. 

Meanwhile, the task of the Congress is 
equally difficult, though the committees in 
both houses will of their own initiative do 
some cutting, and this will complicate the 
budget bureau’s problems, because it will 
have to make sure that the cutting \is being 
done in a practical way. Sometimes can- 
cellation of a contract in one place in- 
volves more expense in other directions. 
All this has to be taken into account as 
the budget goes through the various stages 
of re-examination. Normally the public 
would not know about and would not pay 
much attention to the making of a new 
budget. This year, however, the possible 
reduction in taxes is tied in with the size 
of the expenditure side of the budget, and 
the pinch of high taxes, both for individuals 
and corporations, is having economic con- 
sequences that could affect adversely the 
future progress of the whole productive ma- 
chinery of the nation.

This helps to explain, for example, a 
veteran of the House who already has be- 
come a sort of one-man rebellion against 
Eisenhower administration policy in two 
important particulars. Reference is to 
bluff Rep. Danie] A. Reed of Dunkirk, in 
upstate New York, who has been in the 
House for 34 years come March 4, is be- 
ginning his 18th successive term and, 
through the process of seniority, has be- 
come chairman of the very powerful ways 
and means committee. 


The story of Big Dan Reed’s tax rebel- 
lion has been told in detail—how he car- 
ried his committee with him to approve a 
10 per cent tax-reduction bill, and how this 
conflicts with President Eisenhower’s dic- 
tum that tax reduction. must await an ap- 
proach to a balanced budget. 

Meanwhile he has stirred up another re- 
bellion against the administration. This is 
the policy of delay in expansion of the 
social sequrity system, which he got his 
committee to accept by providing for an 
exhaustive survey of the whole social secu- 
rity setup which would prevent action at 
this session of Congress. 

This could do political ‘damage to the 
Eisenhower administration in the long run, 
whereas tax reduction, of course, would be 
politically helpful. The voters’ would love a 
tax cut. That embarrasses the Eisenhower 
administration now because, if instituted 
hastily without due consideration, it might 
interfere with néeded revenues for the ‘over- 


all program, including national defense and 


foreign policy.

House Bill To Reduce Incomes Taxes 


Draws Tag of ‘Undiluted Politics’ 


WASHINGTON—The simplest answer to 
the House ways and megns committee ac- 
tion in voting overwhelmingly to reduce 
personal income taxes by some 11 per cent 
next June 30, without waiting to see whether 
the federal budget can 
be brought into bal- 
ance, is politics in its 
most undiluted form. 
Ignoring White House 
opposition and sober 
judgment of leaders of 
both parties, the com- 
mittee, under the prod- 
ding of Chairman Dan- 
iel A. Reed (Rep., 
N. Y.), rushed the bill 
through without the for- ° 
mality even of an open hearing. It was an 
all but unprecedented thing. 

Customarily, when any tax-revision 
measure is: considered by the ways and 
means committee, which has original juris- 
diction over all legislation of the kind, ex- 
tensive public hearings are held. All sides 
are given opportunity to’ express them- 
selves. And particularly is the Treasury 
department consulted. 

In this case the committee did not want 
public hearings because it was realized 
what the consensus of testimony would be. 
With President Eisenhower openly against 
a tax until it can be seen how the 
budget’ picture will develop and with his 
position supported by party leaders gen- 
erally, the committee decided that nothing 
was to be gained by prolonging the dis- 
cussion. 

The heart of the politics in the matter 
is to be found in the pledges most Repub- 
licans made during the recent election cam- 
paign. Too many pledged themselves to 
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reduce taxes and cut government spending 
if the party was returned to power. Now 
they feel they must make good. 

They are pushed into a corner by the 
fact that the corporation excess profits tax 
expires in June and if something is not 
done to’give relief to personal income tax- 
payers at the same time the party will be 
charged with favoring corporations without 


’ doing anything for individuals. 


For another thing, those who voted to 
report the bill out of the committee know 


‘that, even should it be passed by the House, 


it has not a Chinaman’s chance in the 
Senate, where the elder statesmen of Con- 
gress can be relied upon to take a more 
cautious view of fiscal affairs. 

Then, too, there is every reason to sup- 
pose that General Eisenhower would veto a 
bill of the kind, if it ever came to the 
White House. He virtually said so in his 
statement on the subject the other day. 

Perhaps it should be said at the outset 
that Democratic members of the commit- 
tee were equally guilty of playing politics 
in going along with the Republicans on 
the measure. The only thing that can be 
said in extenuation is that, while vigor- 
ously opposing the closed hearing tactics 
employed in bringing out the bill, they felt 
compelled to support it or throw them- 
selves open to the charge of opposing any 
relief for the taxpayers. 

The public might as well understand the 
situation for what it is worth before being 
taken in by hopes of the Reed move giving 
tax relief. Every seasoned observer writes 
it off as politics, pure and simple. Tax re- 
duction, if it comes, will come only after 
spending is reduced, and it remains to be 
seen how far Congress can go in bringing 
that about.

Local Bills 
Cleared by 
Both Houses 


Both houses of the legislature 
cleared their calendars of local 
bills Wednesday by sending 25 to 
the governor for his signature. 

Most of the bills provided for 
salary raises for county and mu- 
nicipal officers. 

Among the pay increases in- 
cluded in the finally-approved lo- 
cal legislation were $50-a-month 
increases for the Treutlen Coun- 
ty ordinary and tax commission- 
er; raises for the Bulloch County 
court clerk and tax commission- 
er to $4,800 a year; the Wilkinson 
‘County commissioners to $40 a 
‘month, and the Richmond Coun- 
ty clerk, sheriff, and ordinary to 
$7,875 a year. The Richmond 
County tax commissioner and 
treasurer were raised to $6,562 
a year. 

A new city charter for Odum 
in Wayne County and a new form 
of county government for Frank- 
lin County with a referendum at- 
tached were passed. 

Limitations on pay of the 
Treutlen County commissioners’ 
clerk were removed. Thomas 
County may use two banks in- 
stead of one for treasury funds 
under another local bill ready for 
the governor’s signature. 

Three House bills affecting

He contends the cause of can- 
cer is “still. unknown.” 


Dr. Bradshaw, who spoke on 
“Carcinoma of the Esophagus,” 
said any person who begins to 


have difficulty in swallowing 
should consult a physician imme- 
diately for an examination of his 
esophagus. He said a swallowing 
difficulty, sometimes only slight, 
is often the only warning symp- 


tom of cancer of the esophagus. 
Dr. Bradshaw said cancer of| 


said the cure rate now is about 
five to 10 per cent. 
REPLACING ESOPHAGUS 

He said cancer of the esopha- 
gus can be removed surgically, 


‘with the surgeon generally bring- 
ing the stomach up into the chest} 


to substitute for the esophagus. 
He explained that a plastic 
esophagus is sometimes used to 
replace the removed esophagus— 
‘‘but we believe it’s better to use 
the patient’s own tissues when 
possible.”’ 

Dr. Bradshaw said radioactive 
isotopes and X-ray have proved 
effective in helping the patient to 
swallow and in relieving pain. 
But he stressed radiation is not 
regarded as a cure for cancer of 
the esophagus. . 

Nearly 1,400 physicians and 
surgeons. registered for sessions 
of the three-day medical meeting 
at the Biltmore Hotel which end- 
ed Wednesday.

Before I could ask him if they were friends of his and could 
launch one of those whooping joyous ‘‘you know old so-and-so’’ 
gessions. I found that he was the kind of man who knew every- 
body and everything but probably hasn't a friend in the world.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—(tp— 
The Senate rules committee ap- 
proved a resolution today which 
would require FBI loyalty checks 
of all the Senate's 1,800 employ- 
ees—from typists and policemen 
to senatorial aides. 

While several congressional 
committees handling secret ma- 
terial and sofne individual con- 
gressmen have required such 
checks in the past, it was the 
first effort to impose the system 
on the entire Senate. 

Senators themselves apparently 
would not be affected. But loy- 
alty checks would be required 
on everyone employed by indi- 
vidual senators, Senate commit- 
tees and Senate offices such as 
the sergeant-at-arms. 


FULL SENATE 


' The plan now goes to the full 


Senate for final approval. Since 
it is a Senate ‘‘housekeeping”’ 
matter, no House or presidential 
action would be required to put 
the system into effect. 

The proposal was advanced by 
Senator McCarran (Dem., Nev.), 
former chairman of the Senate 
internal security subcommittee, 
and would apply to all present 
and future Senate employees. 
Committee aides said the rules 
committee approved it unani- 
mously by voice vote.
